Defense Shows Hand in 

Line of Testimony Seek- 
ing To Prove Insanity 
and Strange Complex.

Painesville, Ohio, March 5.—()— 
Velma West, whe killed her husband, 
Thomas Edward West, with a claw 
hammer in ther home at Perry; 
Ohio, last December, will learn to- 
morrow whethe: she is to stand trial 
for her life or accept a prison term 
upon a plea oj guilty. 

The possibilily that t!2 case will be 
disposed of without public inquiry into 
the somplex personali:. of the 21-year- 
old defendant, was admitted tonight 
by attorneys for both sides. 

While Defense Attorney Francis W. 
Poulson refused to commit himself in 
detail, he did admit that a plea was 
being considered. And reliable inéer- 
mation indicated that the plea, if 
agreeable to Prosecutor Seth Paulin, 
will be guilty of second degree murder, 

If Velma is thus relieved of the ne- 


” cessity of standing trial, she will go to 


prison for life, but not without hope of 
parole as would be the case if a jury 
found her guilty of first («rree mur- 
der, the crime with which she is now 


' charged. 


For: four hours the young blonde 
was the cynosure of all eyes in the lit- 
tle county courtroom today. But her 
back was turned upon the spectators 
and never once did she look around, 
except for a brief turn of the head to 
speak to the matron, Mrs. Cora Nash. 
who was her companion, 

Usually her glance was fixed 
straight ahead upon the empty dais 
and upon the blank wall, behind which 
the atterneys debated her fate. 

During the two hours she wag in the 
courtroom this morning, Mrs. West 
sat silently, waiting for something to 
happen. When the spectators were 
dismissed at noon, she was taken back 
to her jail cell. During afternoon 
she talked frequently with mombers of 
her ¢ounsel as they came from the 
judge's chambers. 

The illness of her mother, Mrs. B. 
L. Van Woert, and the terrific strain 
that she would be forced to undergo 
if her daughter should stand trial, was 
one of the principal reasons mentioned 
by the defense attorneys for their of- 
fer to plead to a lesser charge than 
first-degree murder. 

Another reason, and the one spon- 
sored by the court, is the advisability 
of avoiding objectionable publicity 
that would have to be given to a state. 
ment made to county authorities by 
Miss Mabel Young, of Cleveland, a 
-warm friend of the defendant. 

The statement was obtained last 
week by Prosecutor Paulin and Sheriff 
Ed Rasmussen and the prosecutor said 
he found in it a definite motive for 
the killing of West. 

The statement of the Cleveland girl 
was largely responsible for the con- 
ference of the attorneys today. With 
the new evidence to bolster his case, 
Prosecutor Paulin was reluctant to re- 
duce the charge against Velma as the 
defense was said to have suggested. 

Judge Barnes kept the attorneys in 
his chambers until the chances of 
reaching an agreement today appeared 
very remote,

BASCOM S. DEAVER 
APPOINTED JUDGE 
OF MACON COURT 


Coolidge DisregardsState 
Organization in Naming 
District Attorney; No 
Opposition Expected. 


Washington, March 5.—(/)—Run- 
ning counter to the recommendations 
of the leaders of the republican party 
in Georgia, President Coolidge today 
nominated Bascom S. Deaver, of Ma- 
con, to succeed William J. Tilson as 
federal judge for the middle district 
of Georgia. 

Immediately after the nomination 
reached the senate both Senators 
George and Harris stated they would 
interpose no objection to confirmation 
since Deaver is a resident of the dis- 
trict, and favorable action by the sen- 
ate is expected-within a short time. 

The appointment of Judge Tilson 
had been opposed by Senator Harris 
on the ground that he was not a resi- 
dent of the district and it was this 
opposition that prevented his con- 
firmation, although he served on the 
federal bench for nearly two years un- 
der recess appointments. 

Deaver, who now is United States 
district attorney for the middle Geor- 
gia district, was opposed by Ben 
Davis, the negro national committee- 
man for Georgia, and Roscoe Pickett, 
chairman of the Georgia republican 
state central committee. They were 
in Washington recently and at that 
time were reported to have urged the 
nomination of Ogden Persons, a dem- 
ocrat and a state circuit judge. 

At the meeting of the republican 
state convention at Atlanta last Sat- 
urday Persons was given the indorse- 
ment for the federal judgeship and 
at the same time the eonventien 
elected delegates to the republican aa~' 
tional convention at Kansas City with 
instructions to vote fer, «President 
Coolidge for renomiantion as long as 
there was any possibility of the party 
drafting him.

The first step toward a new air mail 
route from Chicago to Atlanta, con- 
necting here with routes from New 
York, Miami and New Orleans, was 
taken Monday when the postoffice de- 
partment advertised for bids on the 
Chieago link in the national air mail 


system. 

Proposals for the contract must he 
filed by noon on April 30, and serv- 
ice on the route is Jo start not later 
than six months from the date of 
award of contract. 

The Chicago route will make At- 
lanta the hub of four of the country’s 
most important air mail lines, extend- 
ing to the northwest, northeast, south- 
east and southwest of this city. ‘The 
new route has been under considera- 
tion for some time, but Monday’s 
announcement was the first official 
step taken by the government to the 
consummation of the plan. 

Service on the Atlanta-New York 
yroute is scheduled to start April 1, 
while the Atlanta-to-Miami, to New 
Orleans and to Chieago routes are to 
be placed in operation next fall. The 
new Chicago route includes Terra 
Haute, Ind.; Evansville, Ind.; it. 
Lovis, Mo.;. Nashville, Tenn., and 
Chattanooga, Tenn., as stops. The 
southbound planes are to leave Chi- 
eago at 9:30 p. m. and reach Atlan- 
while the northbound 
planes will leave Atlanta at 4:50 a. 
m. and reach Chicago at 9:30 p, m.

Witness Stand at In-\I¥ 


quest in Drownings. 


Indiana Harbor, Ind., March 5—() 
Insanity will be George Allen Chis- 
holm’s plea when he faces trial for 
the murder of his sons, George, Jr., 
9 and Edgar, 6, whom he drowned in 
Indiana Harbor ship canal. 

Arraigned today on two charges of 
murder, Chisholm was ordered held 
to the grand jury. He appeared in 
municipal court afteg appearing as 
the only witness at coroner’s inquest 
here and in East Chieago, Ind., so 
weak from loss of sleep and weeping 
that he had te be supported between 
two officers. 

Called to the witness stand at the 
inquest here into the death of little 
George, Chisholm fainted and slump- 
ed to the floor. Revived, ‘he tried 
to recite anew the grewsome details 
of a previous written confession— 
how he. tricked the youngsters into 
playing cowboy and lassoing them- 
selves with loops of wire which pre 
vented death struggles when he en. 
ticed them to the canal and pushed 
them in. 

His attorneys, Joe Conroy, of Ham- 
mond, halted him, declaring the trem- 
bling, fear-ridden man need not give 
—e which might incriminate 
1im. 

“It is a plain psychopathic case,” 
said Conroy. 

“The mat is crazy. He was shell 
shocked and gassed while with the 
Canadian army three years in tbe 
world war” . 

Chisholm asserted his wish to face 
trial immediately, plead guilty and 
receive a -sentence of life imprison- 
ment, He seemed in abject fear of 
death and reiterated his confession 
statements that many times in re- 
cent days he had tried to nerve him- 
self to*a fatal leap. 

Chisholm today begged to be per- 
mitted to see Mrs. Helen Lawrence, 
the woman with whom he lived and 
whose nagging ,he said drove him to 
do away with the lads. His wish 
was granted.

RIGHTS OF GENEVA 
ARE QUESTIONED 


Several of the Powers 
Would Prefer Dropping 
of Investigation; Britain 
Disinterested Judge. 


Geneva, March 5.—(/)—The ma- 
chine gun shipment on the Hungarian 
reais involving what is known 
as the St. Gotthard incident, has 
come before the League of Nations 
council. It is likely to prove a, com- 
plicated problem. The guns, number- 
ing about 2,000, entered Hungary 
from Italy and were marked as des- 
tined for Poland. They were neatly 
packed away in six cars and were 
supposed to be agricultural Peis 
ments. 

The question of principle ipusitel 
in the alleged clandestine importation 
is how far the League of Nations is 
entitled te investigate or control for- 
mer enemy countries in the matter of 
armaments received in this way. It 
is argued by France and the Little En- 
tente— Jugo-Slavia, Czgcho-Slovakia 
and Rumania—that if former enemy 
powers were permitted with impunity 
to import arms, thus violating the 
armaments provisions of the treaties, 
there would be no security for the 
allied powers. 

Hungary, which already has de- 
stroyed the guns and sold the scrap, 
protests that the Little Entente is 
trying to set up an unjustifiable 
precedent by establishing the right of 
such league control. 


Italy, whose part in the affair is

The 
imperial infant tonight was officially 
declared ill with pneumonia and in

Investigators of Govern- 
ess’ Death Say Clement 
Not Suspected, But

in vain by the police.of two states for 
a week for questioning in connection 
with the death of Miss Margaret 
Brown, burned to death February 20 
near Bernardsville, N. J.. “Dr.” Louis 
Clement walked unrecognized into po- 
lice headquarters today and gave him- 
self up. 

He asked to see Deputy Inspector 
Carey and was told to take a seat as 
that official was busy. Whe, after 
a few minutes, he was admitted to 
Carey's office he was able te an- 
nounce: “I am Clement,’’ before the 
inspector eagerly interrupted him. 

He was immediately closeted with 
Detectives who were joined later by 
Captain Lamb, of the New Jersey 
state police. After the conference had 
progressed for some time it was an- 
nounced that Clement probably would 
be taken to New Jersey for question- 
ing by authorities there. 

Nothing on Him. 

Inspector Carey said after Clement 
had been questioned for six hours 
that he had sent for two women to 
have them confront him. 

One, Mrs. Emily Miller, was a 
friend of Miss Brown and identified 
a picture of Dr. Clement as answer- 
ing the description of a man she had 
seen with Miss Brown,

So are old fogy physicians who have 
neither the equipment nor the skill to 
look insi'e the nasal cavity and find 
out what is the matter. I think, too, 
that chronic rhinitis sufferers are in 
fact more sensitive to the purely me- 
chanical reactions of the circulation 
to surface cold and warmth; at least 
they are more keenly conscious of tem- 
porary congestion in the nose or throat 
than normal persons are, but perhaps 
that is merely because they have less 
room in their nasal chambers for the 
swelling or intumescence that c-curs 
with congestion. Another misleading 


sneezing—the victim can and docs 
sneeze on little provocation, and the 
type of mind that is content to en- 
dure chronie rhinitis requires only a 
few sneezes to make a: “cold.” These 
manifestations of abnormal sensitivity 
to natural variation of the circulation, 
in chronic rhinitis, account for the 
greater part of the popular mise ~ -ep- 
tion that one can be made ill by a 
draft or too sudden change in temper- 
ature. The mossback physicians and 
politically fortunate health officers 
who share this popular misconception 
are incompetent to recognize rhinitis 
unless the patient tells them he has it.

What can be done to prevent 
the appalling waste of life and 
limb by auto traffic? I ask the 
question as a brother clergyman 
who recently has had to officiate 
at several funerals of victims of - 
this traffic, mostly children, and 
my own little daughter has been 
seriously injured. mat 

During the five years ending with 
1927 3,446,370 persons were reported 
injured and 114,879 killed throughout 
the United States in traffic accidents, 
most of which were avoidable. This 
means that sonte one is either killed 
or injured every 41 seconds. The 
annual casualty list due to highway 
collisions and traffic accidents is 
more than twice as great as that in- 
curred by the American expedition- 
ary force in the world war. 

Charles F. Upham states that 7,000 
children of school age are killed every 
year, the majority of whom were 
playing or crossing the street. Pe- 
destrians constitute two-thirds of the 
number of deaths, nearly all of which 
have been pronounced needless. 

After allowing for the unavoidable 
accidents which occur with the rapid 


spread of an exceedingly dangerous 
vehicular traffic, at least 75 per cent 
of the appalling totals enumerated 
above could: be eliminated by proper 
care exercised by motorists and pe- 
destrians alike. Sufficient time has 
now elapsed for the cultivation of 
autobile sense in both groups. 

Yet endless risks are continually 
run in all parts of the country by 
those who display a lawless spirit and, 
what is worse, contempt for human 


maniacs, joy riders, jay walkers, truck 
and taxi drivers and those who are not 


life. The principal offenders are speed

old hand at the wheel. Those who 


have no sense of such responsibility 
should be kept under police surveil- 
lance. 

The registrar of motor vehicles for 
Massachusetts reports 4,564 convic- 
tions for drunkenness during 1925 
while driving motors. There is no — 
reason to suppose that the Bay State 
is any worse proportionately in this 
respect than are other common- 
wealths, After judicial determination 
of their guilt intoxicated motorists 
should be jailed without option of a 
fine and permanently excluded from 
driving thereafter. 

The national character is at stake 
in this business. It needs the reso- 
lute development without which the 
best police control will not avail. 

Safe driving and safe walking are 
requisites of good citizenship. Ne 
speeding up for the sake of personal 
or commercial advantage can excuse 
the’ murderous consequences ,here in- 
(licated. The lives wiped out by crim- 
inal folly and carelessness mean in- 
finitely more to the nation than our 
boasted quickness of movement, the 
mechanism of which is now clogged 
with innocent blood.

SEEN AS ECONOMIC 


St.. Petersburg, Fla., March 5—(?) 
Prohibition will meet its supreme test 
in the determination by present and 
future generations whether it is in full 
harmony with modern social demands 


and economic law, and not whether it 
fits in with plans of professional pol- 
iticians, Earnest H. Cherrington, 
chairman of the education department 
of the Anti-Saloon league, declared 
here tonight. 

Delivering his second address of the 
day at the league's southeastern states 
prohibition convention, he told an au- 
dience that almost filled the First 
Baptist church that although it is 
“vitally important that the wets at- 
tempt to place an enemy of the 
eighteenth amendment in the white 
house be defeated, it is even more 
important to realize that the next 
generation as well as the next elec- 
tion must be considered.” 

Taking cognizance of what he term- 
ed the flood of “wet” propaganda 
now being circulated in the nation, 
Dr. Cherrington outlined the league's 
proposed new educational drive and 
continued : 

“The supreme test of prohibition 
will be whetber it is in full harmony 
with modern social demands and 
economic law and not whether it fits 
in with the plans of professional poli- 
ticians. Statutes may change, con- 
stitutional provisions may be amend- 
ed or repealed, political expediency 
may alter, public opinion may shift, 
but a social] policy that can be test- 
ed with the cold accuracy of econom-

preme test which prohibition meets to- 
day, which .will determine whether, 
after all, it is a passing fad or a 
permanent policy of free government. 

“Prohibition has been in the test- 
ing period from its beginning and has 
passed successfully all those tests, 
legal and experimental, and the test 
of enforcement even under adverse 
conditions. None of these, however, 
has approached in importance and 
significance the test it now faces. 
The past is safe. The real problem 
has to do with the present and fu- 
ture, 

“Enforcement efficiency, the strict- 
est of laws, even the eighteenth 
amendment, carry in themselvés no 
guarantee of the permanency of pro- 
hibition. 

“For 25 years the main emphasis 
was on education. In the last ten 
years necessarily the great emphasis 
was on legislation, enforcement and 
political action. We are at the stage 
now when the main emphasis must be 
laid on the dissemination of truth. 

“We have reached the place where 
we can no longer take the defensive 
but must resume the offensive. 

“The colleges, universities and high 
schools, with their three million young 
people, who will take their places in 
the life of the nation soon, are the 
laboratory where will be demonstrated 
whether the next generation will take 
care of this question or let it go by 
the board.” 

The drys’ new educational drive, Dr. | 
Cherrington said, must include “a 
flood of literature, embracing every 
form of publicity, and use of the radio, 
the motion picture, the pulpit and plat- 
form and the personal letter to spread 
the truth about prohibition.” 

His proposals also took in a plan 
to supplement this by educational work 
in schools and colleges, which, he said, 
had been omitted or slighted in many 
states since prohibition despite laws 
in most commonwealths requiring in- 
struction in the social aspect of the 
liquor traffic.

430 salesmen had applied for licenses 
until March 1, as compared with 28!) 
brokers and 3895 salesmen applving 
during the same period in 1927. The! 
increased efficiency in enforcing the | 
law, Mr. Everett stated, is believed 
to be due to the policy of ‘stringent | 
enforcement announced by the com- 
mission at the beginning of the year 

“This policy will not be relaxed,” 
the inspector asserted, continuing: | 
“Warrants will be taken out against 
those attempting to dodge the law. 
The state Jaw is effective in the coun- 
ties of Fulton, Bibb, Chatham, Musco- 
gee and Richmond, and calls for a li- | 
cense fee of $25 for brokers, $10 for | 
associate brokers and $5 for salesmen. |
